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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1, 2 and 7, drawn to a method of treating thrombotic conditions in blood 
comprising administering an inhibitor of sy/c kinase and a carrier. 

Group II, claims 9, 14 and 19, drawn to a method for identifying a compound, useful in 
the treatment of a thrombotic condition, comprising screening an library of candidate 
compounds which sustain constitutive eNOS activity during platelet aggregation. 

Group III, claim(s) 24-27, drawn to a method of promoting fibrinolysis comprising 
administering a compound selected from an inhibitor of syk kinase and an inhibitor of 
calpain and a carrier. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the group I invention, the method of treating thrombotic 
conditions with an inhibitor of syk kinase is not required by the group II invention, drawn 
to a method of identifying a compound that can sustain constitutive eNOS activity during 
platelet aggregation by screening a library of compounds. 

The special technical feature of the group III invention is the method of promoting 
fibrinolysis comprising administration of a compound selected from an inhibitor of sy/c 
kinase and an inhibitor of calpain which is not required by the groups I and II inventions.
